My method of constructing a play 
—if method it can be = called—is, I 
believe, exceptional. To work from 
a scenario is impossible to me: Upon 
a basic idea I construct’ in my 
mind’s eye the skeleton of a story 
and leave it to my characters to de- 
velop it according 


tirely. I have completed a first act 
with but the vaguest idea of what 
was to happen in the second, and 
none at all of what was to happen 
in the third: On occasion my charac- 
ters have taken the bit between their 
téeth and so galloped away with my 
original intention that they have lost 
it completely,. and obliged me to 
start all over again on a new thesis. 
One of my most successful plays 
was written in six weeks, one of my 
least successful occupied me for two 
years! 

This is a rash confession upon 
which my critics doubtless will 
fasten as justification for their com- 
plaint of the “thinness” of ‘my stories 
—buat let it stand as yet another ex- 
ample of “how some plays are 
written.” 

Always before committing dialogue 


process I would recommend to al! 
aspiring dramatists, bidding then, 
remember that it\is the spoken and 
not the written word that matters on 
the stage. But it is a process that 
has its disadvantages—more, per- 
haps, to one’s neighbor than’ to one’s 
self—and in-my own case led.to an 
» amusing incident. When I lived 
hear Loudon my library was situated 
immediately below one of the serv- 
ants’ bedrooms. .I. was working 
late. My wife had gone to bed. We 
had ‘a new maid who had not been 
warned of my peculiar habits. 

The scene upon which I was en- 
gaged was highly emotional. 1 was 
very much worked up. The maid 
lay in bed tremblingly hearkening 
to “the harsh, ary sobs of a strong 
man in agony,” to the repeated ut- 
terance of disjointed and unintel- 
ligible but obviously heartbroken ex- 
clamations. She stood it for as long 
as she could; and then, flinging on 
a dressing-gown, fled to my wife's 
room. .

It is: officially xnhodncet that the Government, after 
a plenary meeting of the Cabinet yesterday.morning, de- 
cided to submit for the King’s approval a decree creating 
Generals Armando Diaz and Luigi Cadorna marshals, and 
Admiral Paolo Thaon de Reval a grand admiral. These 
ranks, have not hitherto existed in Italy, the exalted - 
distinctions having been created for the purpose of giving 
e signal mark of ‘honor to the three distinguished men 
who ‘commanded thé Italian army and navy during the 
war. ‘General Diaz and Admiral. Thaon de Reval will be 
elevated to the rank of grand dukes. Only a few weeks 
ago a villa was presented to Cadorna by his native town 
of Pallanza, the funds having been coHected by subscrip- 
tion among the former combatants..
